Dominick’s parent Safeway Inc. said Thursday 
it will leave the Chicago market by next year. 

What happens next for the 72 Chicago area 
Dominick’s locations is still unclear. Safeway 
said it’s trying to sell as many of the stores as 
quickly as it can, adding that it’s likely to fetch 
multiple buyers as opposed to a single grocer 
that would take over every location. 

Most of the real estate behind the Chicago 
stores is leased, not OAvned. Only about 15 to 
20 of the buildings are owned by Safeway, the 
company said. 

The decision comes as Pleasanton, Calif- 
based Safeway reported third-quarter net in- 
come that tumbled to $65.8 million from $157 
million a year ago. In the first nine months of 
the year, the Dominick’s unit lost $13.7 milHon 
before taxes of $13.7 milHon. 

A source close to the situation said Domi- 
nick’s, which was purchased by Safeway for 
$1.2 billion in 1998, has been losing market

end grocers such as Plum Market and Whole 
Foods have been gaining ground in the region 
while discount retailers including Target and 
Wal-Mart have been increasing their grocery 
offerings, further intensifying competition. 

In the Chicago area, according to a knowl- 
edgeable source. Jewel, which was sold earHer 
this year, has a 29.1 percent market share; Wal- 
Mart, 9.4 percent; Dominick’s, 8.7 percent; 
and Costco, 7.3 percent. As recently as the late 
’90s, Jewel and Dominick’s controlled two- 
thirds of the market, the source said. 

Crain’s Chicago Business reports that Safe- 
way has sold a group of the local stores already 
A manager contacted by the Tribune said em- 
ployees were informed Thursday that the de- 
cision whether to sell the stores one-by-one 
or as a group is still undecided. The manager 
declined to be identified. 

Safeway President and CEO Robert Ed- 
wards, speaking on the company’s earnings 


cnb, said the ChLcagn market is“fTagmcjiwtr 

and noted the increased competition from 
new companies. Safeway said the Chicago 
stores are the lowest performing in the com- 
pany 

“We’d love to find a buyer for 72 stores, but 
it probably will play out in pieces,” Edwards 
said. 

Naperville, which has two Dominick’s lo- 
cations, calls the stores “relatively significant 
sales tax contributors to the city” 

City Manager Doug Krieger had just heard 
the news so he didn’t have dollar figures im- 
mediately available, but he said, “We went 
through something similar during the Eagle 
bankruptcy a few years ago, and it would be 
our hope that new tenants would fill those ex- 
isting locations therefore there wouldn’t be a 
significant impact to the city 
“It’s going to be in Dominick’s best interest 
to conduct an orderly sale and transition, and 
therefore I don’t think the direct financial im- 


pict ckt: dty wnidd be signi fbcaitt.” 

During a previous attempt to sell its Domi- 
nick’s stores, the winning bidder could not 
reach an agreement with union members. Ed- 
wards said he was “highly confident” that the 
company will be able to complete a transac- 
tion. 

Safeway, the country’s second-largest gro- 
cery chain, said the move will save it between 
$400 milHon and $450 milHon. It said it will 
use that money to buy back stock and invest 
in other growth opportunities. 

But leaving the market wiU also cost up to an 
estimated $375 milHon in pension withdrawal 
liability Safeway said, which is generaUy paid 
over 20 years. The tax benefits are valued at up 
to $145 milHon. 

Safeway operates about 1,400 stores in the 
United States and 223 in Western Canada. It 
announced the sale of its Canadian operations 
in June. Dominick’s management offices are 
in Oak Brook.

DETROIT Former Detroit Mayor Kwame Kil- 
patrick was sentenced Thursday to 28 years 
in prison following his conwction on two 
dozen charges including racketeering, brib- 
ery and extortion from a conspiracy which 
prosecutors said had worsened the cit/s fi- 
nancial crisis. 

Kilpatrick, 43, once seen as a rising star in 
the Democratic Party, received one of the 
longest corruption sentences ever handed to 
a major U.S. politician and one twice that of 
former Illinois Gov Rod Blagojevich, who is 
serving a 14-year sentence. 

U.S. District Judge Nancy Edmunds said 
Kilpatrick headed a conspiracy that spent 
millions of taxpayer dollars. The sentence 
was intended to send a message that corrup-

A boat traveling 
between Oman and 
Kenya doesn’t have 
cabins full of party- 
ing tourists blasting 
“Blurred Lines.” The 
crew probably doesn’t 
take the job because 
they love traversing the dangerous territory 
around the horn of Africa. 

In the riveting, real life-based “Captain 
Phillips,” the titular American leader (Tom 
Hanks, better than he’s been in years) and 
his men operate a cargo ship because work 
in their industry like many others, is scarce. 
The word “opportunity” probably gets little 
use in Somalia, of course, where armed men 
depart with plans to hijack a vessel and 
demand a ransom. “Just business,” says Muse 
(first-time actor Barkhad Abdi) to Phillips 
after the pirate leads his quartet aboard, and 
he means it. He’s following orders, just like 
his opponents do. 

As with the stunning “United 93,” director 
Paul Greengrass expertly and frighteningly 
disintegrates the line between truth and 
re-enactment. “Captain Phillips” offers no 
certainty regarding who will live or die, or 
a sense that the good guys inevitably win 
because that’s just how it goes. Aboard this 
ship, tension sustains as far as the water 
spans. 

On a related note: “Gravity” is a good

movie. But anyone who thinks that amaz- 
ing visual achievement represents the peak 
of a well-crafted thriller should notice how 
“Captain Phillips” does a better, subtler job 
of expressing its emotion and ideas. We don’t 
get to know many characters very well, and 
it’s a generalization to broadly suggest rich 
countries pilfer third-world waters. Yet writer 
Billy Ray (“The Hunger Games,” “Shat- 
tered Glass”), working from— SPOILER 
ALERT!!!— the book Phillips co-authored 
about his experience, intelligently establishes 
the way Phillips and Muse underestimate 
and marginalize each other. This quietly 
perceptive film, considering the captain’s 
perspective and his enemy’s, highlights the 
importance of both timing and deception in 
these life-or-death situations. 

Promises are made; deals are broken. Guns 
are fired. Important distinctions emerge 
indicating the attackers’ varying levels of 
humanity; they likewise continually evaluate 
their own survival tactics. A leader begins to 
look very different from a person in charge, 
and each side discovers that help may not 
always arrive on time, or at all. 

One thing’s for sure: I need to read that 
book.

Both an excellent 
choice for a movie 
and a lousy choice 
for dinner and a 
movie, “We Are 
What We Are” might 
be the most searing, 
bizarre portrait of a 

household since the 2010 Greek masterpiece 
“Dogtooth.” 

Director/co-writer Jim Mickle (cult hit 
“Stakeland”) expertly achieves candlelit reli- 
gious horror without the need for exorcisms 
or other watered-down scare tactics. “We Are 
What We Are” focuses on Iris Parker (Ambyr 
Childers of “The Master”) and her younger 
sister, Rose (Julia Garner), who assume new 
responsibility for their father (Bill Sage) and 
little brother, Rory (Jack Gore), after their 
mother passes away The Parkers live on the 
outskirts of an already small upstate New 
York community that has seen several young 
women go missing in recent years. 

Rory also thinks there’s a monster living 
in the basement, but he’s not allowed to go 
down there. 



Somewhat recalling “Martha Marcy May 
Marlene” (which also co-starred Garner), 

“We Are What We Are” shudders with the 
terror that can come from things being done a 
certain way because that’s the way they’ve al- 
ways been done. “I just wish that we were like 
everyone else,” Rose confesses to her sister, 
and you can’t blame her. I don’t want to say 
much more, but know that a family gathering 
around a table to eat soup can be a very very 
unsettling thing to watch. 

Many real people maintain less horrifying

doors. For the Parkers, it’s hard not to wonder 
how it has gone on for so long, the local po- 
lice’s limited resources notwithstanding. Still, 
“We Are What We Are,” adapted from a 2010

people that’s likely to leave viewers feeling 
dazed and lost as well. In this portrait of fam- 
ily history there is no true escape.

In the movie. Carter remembers almost 
drowning when he was a kid. His brother 
T rey was scared of spiders, shoelaces and the 
mailman. Whaf s something that scared you 
when you were younger? 

There was a TV movie “The Atlanta Child 
Murders.” ... It was a terrifying TV movie 
or miniseries, but it was just on TV And it 
scared the {bleep} out of me. Like, for years, it 
was tough to function. The Atlanta child mur- 
ders is a real thing; {this was] just a dumb TV 
movie depicting it, and it kind of destroyed 
me for years. 

“A.C.O.D.” touches on something interesting: 
that the culture may or may not change as 
a generation of people who grew up with 
divorce gets older. What do you think the 
impact on the world will be as those children 
of divorce get older? 

I think that I see now with my generation, I 
know a lot of people waited a lot longer to get 
married.

We’re all friends, 
and I’m still just so psyched to go to work 
every day I love the way they’ve built this 
character and how he has these really weird 
phobias and is really into weird stuff like 
board games and “Star Wars” and “Game of 
Thrones.” Every time another episode comes 
in, you discover some other weird thing. We 
aU have this experience: We read scripts and 
you discover new weird things about your 
character. They’re really good; it’s as good or 
the best room of writers I think on TV 

What’s a mistake you made that you feel like 
was significant to you or you learned some- 
thing from? 

%u know, I wish I waited a bit longer to try 
to start acting professionally Back when I 
was, like, 20 . 1 wish I just went out and lived 
my life a bit. Put it off for a couple years. Be- 
cause that first couple years I basically sat in 
my apartment waiting for auditions or what- 
ever. I’m going to certainly encourage my kids 
to get out into the world a bit after they finish 
school, before they start their lives.

It’s really weird to see 
Adam Scott and Amy 
Poehler, who are 
spouses Ben Wyatt 
and Leslie Knope 
on NBC’s awesome 
“Parks and Recre- 
ation,” playing a man 
and the stepmom he hates in ‘A.C.O.D.” On 
his phone, she’s identified as the Contessa, 
except with a “u” in place of the second letter. 

However, it’s good to see Scott headlining 
a movie, particularly one that effectively uses 
his signature blend of cluelessness and arro- 
gance. He’s mastered the face of mild annoy- 
ance that things clear to him aren’t clear to 
others. In the funny ‘A.C.O.D.” (which stands 
for Adult Children of Divorce), one thing is 
very clear to Carter (Scott): His divorced par- 
ents, Hugh (Illinois native Richard Jenkins) 
and Melissa (Catherine O’Hara), can’t stand 
each other. Since arguing so viciously at his

birthday party that the cops came, mom and 
dad have, as Carter puts it, turned a nine-year 
marriage into a loo -year war. Thus, it’s a large 
undertaking when the guy tries to increase 
his folks’ civility so they can attend his 
younger brother Trey’s (Clark Duke) wedding 
without an international incident. 

Though the unexpected rekindling of 
Hugh and Melissa’s relationship (which 
means cheating on their current spouses) un- 
fortunately recalls “It’s Complicated,” it also 
achieves a winning irony when Carter strives 
to re-separate them. Just when director/co- 
writer Stu Zicherman seems to let his first 
feature drift into disposability or zaniness, 
the film’s fine cast (which also includes Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead as Carter’s girlfriend 



and Jane Lynch as a researcher who has long 
studied Carter) captures pain and humor to 
bring it all back. I loved when Mark (Adam 
Pally), also under observation by Dr. Judith 
(Lynch), confesses details about his personal 
life and she asks, “What does this have to do 
with anything?” Zicherman even gets decent 
stuff from Jessica Alba as another Dr. Judith 
patient whose looks unsurprisingly wind up 
playing a factor in Carter’s life. 

This is Scott’s story to carry though, and 
despite the movie’s relative lightness he de- 


serves credit for finding a deeper sense that 
kids of divorce often lose their innocence too 
soon. That’s what sparks a lifetime of inse- 
curity and skittishness about commitment, 
and it’s what makes Carter avoid his parents 
around the holidays by falsely telling them 
he’s doing charity work in Honduras. 

For this guy, for whom time with parents 
only brings back painful memories, it’s a 
hilarious moment of catharsis when he 
finally admits to them, “FYI: I’ve never been 
to Honduras.”

So it was with guarded enthusiasm that 
I visited Buzz Burgers, Barrels & Beer in 
North Center to try its version of the ramen 
burger— you know, the curious specimen 
featuring a bun fashioned out of noodles that 
made a fleeting appearance at Brooklyn’s 
Smorgasburg this past summer. 

The burger: In a crowded burger land- 
scape, the purveyors of Buzz, which opened 
last month, seem to be seeking to balance 
gourmet sensibilities with good, old-fash- 
ioned Midwestern approachability To wit, 
the marquee ramen burger ($13) is made 
with kobe beef, while other arrangements 
are built on foundations of pure angus beef, 
or other meats such as ground lamb or pork. 
My wonderful server informed me and my 
feUow burger-loving companions that all pat- 
ties come cooked medium unless otherwise 
specifled. At a half-pound apiece, these pat- 
ties were just the right size for me— not too 
monstrous and not too minuscule. Despite 
being a bit too done, mine was relatively juicy 
and devoid of grease. 

The bun: Let us begin with that which has 
garnered so much attention: the bun made 


of ramen. Crispy and flavorful, this is not the 
noodle you remember from university The 
flat burger support is made by forming the 
noodle into a wafer-like bun and frying it up, 
with egg as the bonding agent. The result is 
an almost hashbrown-like flber that marries 
wonderfully with the beef and fresh veggies. 
As you might imagine, the structural integ- 
rity of a bun made of noodles is not, shall we 
say, the most supreme, so I did find myself in 
need of a napkin quite frequently As for the 
potato buns on the burgers of my compan- 
ions (the stroganoff burger, $10, with braised 
short ribs, for example), they were fresh and 
spongy but nothing to write home about (at 
least not for a sojourner such as myself). 

The fixings: The Wisconsin aged cheddar 
on the ramen burger was masterfully melted 
and played well against sun-dried tomatoes, 
arugula and a perfectly runny fried egg; 
however, I must note that I did not find the 
sriracha sauce particularly notable. On the 
stroganoff specimen, the cremini mushroom 
and sauvignon blanc gravy with egg noodles 
that swaddled the braised beef short ribs tied 
the creation together beautifully

The fries: I cannot in good faith make a 
declaration here on the fry quality at Buzz, 
as when I dined the kitchen was having some 
sort of equipment malfunction resulting 


in all fries being hand-fried. For what it is 
worth, however, I will say that the hand-cut 
Idaho potato fries ($3) were neither the star 
nor the snag of the meal, as what was good 
about the good burgers far outshined what 
was mediocre about the fries. 

Everything eise: The Great Burgerelli does 
love a clever name, so it was impossible to 
resist ordering the Hipster Poutine (house- 
made frites, smoked bacon, tasso ham, 
aged cheddar, aged pepper jack, provolone, 
scallions and spicy sauce, $8). Buzz named 
its poutine so because. I’m told, the young 
generation just loves the Canadian export. 
The spice factor was excellent, although my 
dining companions lamented its soggy state. 

Bottom iine: While not everything at Buzz 
was perfect, I do see potential. Perhaps once 
this establishment secures its liquor license, 
chucks its current B YOB policy and lives up 
to its moniker of serving not only burgers 
but also barrels (of whiskey natch) and beer. 
The Great Burgerelli will be more inclined to 
venture back.

‘American Horror Story” returned Wednes- 
day night with its third iteration— “Coven”— 
on FX, and viewers quickly learned that 
hump day will take on a whole new meaning 
with this posse of witches. 

The season leads viewers into New Or- 
leans, where something wicked this way 
comes.

“I think her powers is what makes this not 
a CW show,” said co-creator Brad Falchuck.

In order for us to do 
what we do, on something like FX, I think we 
need to have something a little bit different. 
I think what we did with her is definitely dif- 
ferent.” 

While last season was more grim— crazed 
nuns, mental patients, Nazis, aliens, zombies 
and Anne Frank (?!) — this season takes a light- 
er tone with the horror.

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Meet Janet Yellen

President Obama has nominated Federal 
Reserve Vice Chair Janet Yellen to take the 
helm at the U.S. central bank when Ben Ber- 
nanke’s term expires Jan. 31. The nomination 
must be approved by the Senate. 

The Federal Reserve, the country’s central 
bank, is the most powerful financial institu- 
tion in the country— its job is to set mone- 
tary policy, determine interest rates and gen- 
erally keep the economy on a steady course 
(i.e. guard against inflation and try to dodge 
major crises). The Fed chair is the leader and 
the public face of the central bank; he or she 
testifies to Congress about the direction of 
the economy twice a year. Here are five key 
facts about Yellen. 

» If confirmed by the Senate, Yellen, 67, 
would be first woman to head the Federal 
Reserve and the second woman to lead a 
central bank for a developed nation. The first 
was Elvira Nabiullina, who was appointed to 
lead Russia’s central bank in June. 


» She is seen as a dove on monetary policy, 

favoring strategies that bring down unemploy- 
ment even at the risk of driving inflation higher. 
She has said she does not believe there is often 
conflict between the two goals. “When the goals 
conflict and it comes to calling for tough trade- 
offs, to me, a wise and humane policy is occa- 
sionally to let inflation rise even when inflation is 
running above target,” she said in 1995. 

» She has extensive policymaking 
experience. Before her appointment as Fed 
vice chair in 2010, Yellen took part in U.S. mon- 
etary policymaking as president of the San 
Francisco Federal Reserve Bank from 2004- 
2010 and as a governor on the Fed board from 
1994 to 1997. She also chaired former President 
Bill Clinton’s Council of Economic Advisors 
from 1997 to 1999. 

» Yellen Is a sharp and respected 
economist. With a Ph.D. from Yale, she 
has taught economics at the University of 
California at Berkeley, Harvard University and 
the London School of Economics, and she has 
published research on topics as disparate as 
youth gangs, single mothers, optimal monetary 
policy, wage and price rigidity, and trade. 


» Economics saturates her personal life as 
well. She is married to, and has co-authored a 
number of papers with, Nobel Prize-winning 
economist George Akerlof, whom she met in 
the fall of 1977 when they were both econo- 
mists at the Fed board. They married the 


following June and left the Fed to teach at the 
London School of Economics. Their only child, 
now a university economics professor, knew 
he wanted to go into economics by the time 
he was 13.
